“In addition our 
policy is to honour our 
contract payments and 
keep our financial 
affairs up to date. 

“Both the players 
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and the Taxation De- 
partment are paid 
monthly.” 

It is a refreshing atti- 
tude, and in addition 
Wollongong now have 
two other splendid cre- 
dits to their name. 

One is that they 
have an excellent 
ground in Brandon 
Park, with it$ fine 
stand and accommoda- 
tion. 

The second is that, 
from a club who 
started in the NSL with 
a large contingent of 
imports, they now 
have eight locaily pro- 
duced players in the 
squad, with more to 
add to the list within 
the next year or so.

WHEN young goalkeeper Sean Lahiff 
found there was no longer an opening 
for him with Sydney club Warringah 
Freshwater at the end of last season, he 
thought there would be greener fields in 
the United Kingdom. 

Lahiff, now 185 cms 
tall and weighing 75 
kilos and 19 years of 
age, had learnt his art 
from well-known local 
coach Fred Wall from 
the time he was just 10 
years of age. 

Wall, incidentally, 
has just produced an

WEEKLY readers. 

He was offered 
trials by Wimbledon, 
Watford and Luton, 
and then a minor in 
dent turned to- 
wards Third Division 
outfit, Reading.

After writing to 
leading Scottish clubs 
seeking a trial, he re- 
ceived just one reply 
and that was from no 
less a club than Scott- 
ish champions, Glas- 
gow Rangers.

“But none of us had 
a clue about soccer in 
this country.” 

That situation, Bell 
hopes, is changing with 
the ABC’s involve- 
ment in the game in 
Australia.

He played league 
and union at school 
but these days restricts 
himself to the odd 
game of golf and, be- 
lieve it or not, lawn 
bowls.

ABC soccer, is the 
most recognised of the 
crew. 

‘After some teething 
problems, the ABC's 
“Big Match’ is finding 
its feet and to a certain 
extent the show’s de- 
velopment parallels 
Bell’s increasing in- 
terest in Australian 
soccer. 

A self-confessed 
sports nut, Bell is 
quick to admit that his 
knowledge of the NSL 
was scant until the 
ABC designated’ him 
as the host of the new 
show. 

There was no talk of 
soccer at the ABC 
when he moved to 
Melbourne from Perth 
earlier this year but it 
seems he’s embraced 
the local game with 
open arms in recent 
months. 

‘The well-spoken 32- 
year-old admits it 
would have been easy 
for him to take on the 
job and do as much as 
he had to and no more. 

“But if I wanted to 
cut my own throat I 
would have stayed 
aloof from the game,” 
he told ASW recently. 

“The soccer com- 
munity wants people 
involved to embrace 
the game and embroil 
themselves in it as 
much as they can. 

“And the ABC ex- 
pects that from its 
sports people.” 

That is why you'll 
almost invariably see 
Bell with one refer- 
ence book or another 
tucked under his arm 
these days as he swots 
up on the local scene. 


Care 
Bell has impressed 
with his inspired dili- 
gence in the short time 
he’s been involved on 
the local scene. 

He devours copies 
of ASW and when he 
isn’t in the studios at 
the weekend he can be 
found at some NSL 
ground taking in the 
action. 

In short, if ABC-TV 
is covering the NSL for 
the next five years, 
Bell is going to make 
darn sure he does it 
justice. 

“T was always in- 
terested in soccer,” he 
explains. 

“But like most kids 
in Australia when I 
was growing up, we 
were always talking 
about English soccer. 

“We all grew up 


He says the ABC's 
five-year deal with the 
ASF is “a significant 
move” for the game in 
this country. 

“It’s gratifying that 
now even soccer peo- 
ple are starting to say 
that now,” he says. 

“You must remem- 
ber that we are now 
going to places like 
Western Australia, 
Tasmania and North 
Queensland. 


“Australian club 
soccer is reaching 
whole new groups of 
people who are recog- 
nising that local soccer 
is of a pretty good 
standard. 

“They often know 
about the Socceroos 
and now people are 
starting to realise that 
the game here does ex- 
tend to club level. 

“Byen if they stum- 
ble on ABC soccer by 
accident, if it’s pre- 
sented in a professio- 
nal manner_and in a 
concise format they 
might look at it and de- 
cide that it’s a very 
acceptable sport. 

“Another positive 
aspect of Australia- 
wide coverage is that it 
means clubs can look 
at big sponsors in- 
terested in selling their 
product nationally.”

reason that Bell has 
won a number of 
broadcasting awards, 
his first back in 1982 
when he scored a 


national award as the 


best student journalist 
in Australia for his 
coverage of the NSW 
state election for an 
FM station in Bath- 
urst. 

He first covered soc- 
cer on 2WS in Sydney 
and he has covered 
various sports on tele- 
vision and with 2UE. 

In 1987/88 he won 
the award for the best 
cricket commentator 
in WA after his “lucky 
break’’ into sports 
journalism: with the 
ABC some years pre- 
viously. 

‘And it was just that 
break that has led him 
into ABC’s coverage 
of the round ball code. 

Like all of us; Bell is 
hoping the next five 


years are fruitful ones 
for the game in this 
country. 

He’s formed his own 
opinions on just what 
direction the game is 
taking and, as a virtual 
outsider to the soccer 
community, he can 
look at the game with 
some degree of im- 
partiality. 

Bell hardly pre- 
‘sumes to know it all or 
have all the answers — 
indeed as we sat over a 
few quiet coffees he 
seemed reticent to pro- 
fer his opinions. 

“Pye only been in 
the game for four 
months whereas most 
of the people out there 
have been involved in 
it for years,” he told 
me. 


“But I guess the 
thing I would say to 
the soccer people is 
that they must look 
beyond just next 
week’s game and 
beyond just their own 
club. 

“Those closely con- 
nected with soccer 
want growth, but 
naturally having put in 
the time, energy and 
money, they want to 
hold on to the reins. 

“That’s understand- 
able. 

“It’s a slow process, 
but now is the time for 
the game to expand 
and to reach outside 
the small communities 
and the loyal support 
base.” 


Horizons 
Bell insists that 
there are still too many 
people involved in soc- 
cer with ‘‘blinkered 
vision” about the way 
the game is headed.

Raznjevic had some 
harsh words for the 
Apia camp after the 
hard-fought but con- 
vincing victory.

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WE may be at last seeing the beginning of 
the end of the foul play that for so long has 
afflicted soccer. 

Lets hope this is the case as FIFA, the world’s 
soccer authority, steps up its pressure on member 
countries to clean up the game. 

The Australian soccer Federation has backed up 
FIFA on this continent over the last two seasons 
which has been reflected in the cleaner, better play 
in our National League. 

Our State Federations also appear to be backing 
up the ASF. 

Certainly this is the case in NSW, which from the 
beginning of last season has sought to bring its 
players and coaches into line for the good of the 
game. 

Just a fortnight ago, the NSW Federation brought 
out an additional directive, effective this month, 
which spells out the punishment for all foul play and 
for foul-mouthed players. 

1 am particularly pleased that there is an emphasis 
on stopping persistent loud swearing among players. 

We need to get kids, women and families along to 
our soccer games. 

Belligerent and continuous swearing on and off 
the field does not produce an environment that is 
suitable for them. 

England, as in so many other things these days, is 
the very worst example of thuggery and bad lan- 
guage on the terraces, while its soccer players use 
the most foul language of any nation on this earth. 

It is typical of England’s soccer environment 
which from dressing room to training field to play- 
ing stadium resembles that of Sydney rugby league, 
with conversations continually punctuated with 
swear words and remarks about hard men, ball 
winners, commitment, character, organisation, dis- 
cipline — but much less about skill 

1 played in that environment for 13 years full-time 
and as I go back there from time to time, as I did last 
year, I find little has changed — except sadly the 
soccer crowd hooligans have infiltrated the beautiful 
game of cricket. 

Here are some typical penalties for players in the 
NSW competitions from now on:

Player must respect 
the referee's decision 


LAST week | expressed my thanks to those coaches, managers 
and spectators who stood up for referees when their decisions 


While I applaud the 
support given (and 
please keep up the 
good work) there is just 
one point I would like 
to make to those 
supporters. 

The point I'll make 
is as a result of over- 
hearing a coach, in 
support of a junior re- 
feree, saying to an 
opposing team suppor- 
ter, “Be quiet, the re- 
feree is always right” 
as he endeavoured to 
quell the verbal attack. 

It is by no means the 
only time I have heard 
such a comment. 

‘Apart from hearing 
it said by spectators, I 
have also heard it said 
by coaches as they give 
their last-minute in- 
structions to the team 
as it is about to start 
the game. 

This is fine and we 
need at all times to 
educate players so they 
have a better apprecia~ 
tion of the referee and 
their role in the game. 

Perhaps in your 
effort to get players to 
do the right thing, in 
relation to refereeing 
decisions, by telling 
them that the referee is 
always right, you could 
be creating an image of 
someone that is 
perfect. 

This then could set 
up in the minds of the 
players greater ex- 
pectation of the re- 
feree than they can 
give. 

Referees are not 


rfect. 

Tf being perfect is 
that they are always 
right, then I'm fairly 
safe in saying that re- 
ferees aren't perfect. 

Referees are just not 
always right, but de- 
spite what a lot of you 
might be thinking right 
now, they are more 
often right than wrong. 

Instead of an always 
right image, what I 
would prefer is one 
that says that the re- 
feree can make mis- 
takes. 

What players must 
do is to abide by the 
referee’s decision, 
right or wrong. 

To try to develop an 
appreciation by play- 
ers and spectators 
alike that, just as play- 
ers will make mistakes, 
miss the open goal, 
make a bad pass, let 
the ball go through his 
legs, so too the referee 
can make mistakes. 


Regrettably, just as 


all we say, being somewhat questioned.

Perils of instant solutions 


IN the aftermath 
of the Hillsbor- 
ough tragedy, 
several ‘instant’ 
solutions to the 
problems of crowd 
safety have been 
proposed. 

The two most com- 
mon suggestions have 
been the removal of all 
perimeter fences and 
the installation of seats 
on the terraces of Bri- 
tain’s major grounds. 

Liverpool them- 
selves, of course, have 
already announced 
that they will remove 
their fences (as have 
several other clubs) and 
that the famous Kop 
will be replaced by a 
séated stand. 


It is an indication of 
the attitudes prevalent 
within the game prior 
to Hillsborough that 
the only thing current- 
ly preventing more 
clubs dismantling their 
fencing is that its pre- 
sence is an essential 
condition of safety 
certificates being 
granted to the 
grounds. 

The immense sym- 
pathy and respect for 
the bereaved and for 
Liverpool as a whole 
has been impressive, 
often moving. 

However, it has de- 
terred commentators 
from looking at some 
of the past behaviour 
of Liverpool FC. 

Their own record of 
providing spectator 
comfort and safety is 
nothing to be proud 
of. 


The Kop itself, the 
most famous part of 
any British ground, 
has only the most basic 
of facilities — even to 
the extent that there 
are no women’s toilets 
provided.

ters are confined to a 
small corner of the 
ground, from which it 
is often impossible to 
see substantial areas of 
the pitch, including 
the goal at the near 
end, 


Away fans who 
want to buy match 
programmes are re- 
quired to crowd down 
to the front of the en- 
closure and poke their 
money through the 
bars of the security 
fencing to sellers on 
the other side. 


Such degrading con- 
ditions are by no 
means peculiar to 
Liverpool, of course, 
but cast an interesting 
light on some of their 
more pious announce- 
ments since Hillsbor- 
ough. 


The desire to install 
seats on the Kop is 
perhaps understand- 
able, but decisions 
made in the heat of the 
moment after such 
appalling events are 
rarely well-considered 
ones. 


There are several 
qualifications to the 
arguments in favour of 
a substantial increase 
in the number of seats 
at Anfield and other 
English grounds. 

Firstly, there is the 
attitude of the fans 
themselves — do they 
want to sit down? 

The experiences of 
clubs which have re- 
placed terracing with 
seats, particularly 
Coventry City, sug- 
gests that a substan- 
tial majority of them do 
not. 


In addition to a sim- 
ple preference to stan- 
ding, there is the 
question of cost — 
many fans, football is 
‘one of the few forms of 
entertainment within 
their price range. 


Terrace prices at 


mA 


First Division games 
currently range rough- 
ly between 6-10 
dollars. 


Seats, because 
they entail a smaller 
number of people 
watching from a given 
area, are more expen- 
sive — often double 
the price. 

The single most im- 
portant lesson of Hill- 
sborough is that the 
views of the fans must 
be taken into con- 
sideration. 

If Liverpool were to 
install seats against 
the wishes of their 
supporters, it would 
show that they have 
not yet learned that 
lesson. 


The type of seating 
envisaged is also im- 
portant. 

In updating their 
grounds, many clubs 
in the past have sim- 
ply bolted seats on to 
the existing terraces, 
sometimes (as at 
Coventry) even in the 
open air. 

Such stands gen- 
erally do not have 
sufficient elevation to 
give spectators 
adequate sight-lines, 
and nor do they allow 
much room for each 

tor. 

If this is what Liver- 
pool and others have 
in mind, or if it is all 
they can afford, they 
will be doing their 
followers no service at 
all. 


The assertions that 
seated accommoda- 
tion is both safer and a 
deterrent to hooligan- 
ism are also 
erroneous, despite the 
frequency with which 
they have been stated 
as fact. 

Safety is not deter- 
mined simply by 
ground construction. 

Awareness of the 
problem, the will to im- 
plement sensible poli- 


cies and rigorous 
standards of training 
and procedures are 
far more significant. 

You only have to 
think of the Bradford 
fire to realise how 
fatuous are the argu- 
ments for seats as a 
foolproof safety 
measure. 


Nor are fans neces- 
sarily likely to behave 
better in the seats. In- 
deed, recent years 
have seen a signifi- 
cant shift of violent in- 
cidents from the ter- 
races to the stands, as 
the ever-increasing 
surveillance of terrace 
fans has taken hold. 


In the wrong 
circumstances, seats 
can simply become so 
much handy ammuni- 
tion for hooligans. 

There is certainly 
something to be said 
for an increase in 
comfortable, reason- 
ably-priced, covered 
seating at many 
grounds. 

However, the con- 
version of large sec- 
tions of terracing, 
apart from having an 
adverse effect on the 
atmosphere of such 
grounds, is no 
panacea for the kind 
of situations which 
occurred at Hillsbor- 


If it is done though- 
tlessly, with no regard 
for the wishes of 
supporters, and with- 
out 
change in attitude to- 
wards questions of 
safety at all levels, it 
will achieve nothing 
but the wrecking of 
some of England's 
finest stadia. 


Those who advo- 
cate such cure-all 
solutions, including 
Liverpool, should think 
more carefully.

$25,000 or in a case of 
a foreign player with- 
out a work permit, a 
jail sentence of up to 
three years. 

Of course, the clubs 
and the players are 
also risking hefty fines 
and suspension if 
caught fiddling. 


There are apparent- 
ly some 20 agents in 
West Germany who 
officially call them- 
selves ‘‘consultants”’ 
and make a living out 
of buying and selling 
footballers. 

But the Federation 
intends to prove that at 
least two such agents 
have knowingly orga- 
nised the transfers be- 
cause they were be- 
nefitting financially 
from the deal. 

The officials of the 
DFB are convinced 
that many of these 
agents deliberately 
push the players into 
changing clubs because 
they’re only interested 
in cashing in. 

It is generally 
accepted that an agent 
can claim between 10 
to 15 per cent of the 
transfer fee for 
himself. 

Since Kohler cost 
Bayern around $2 mil- 
lion, his agent can earn 
between $200,000 and 
$340,000 from this 
single transaction. 
Payment is usually 
made after the con- 
tracts have been signed 
by cheque or in cash. 


When a player is 
given notice by his club 
that he is no longer 
wanted, or refuses (o 
accept a new offer, and 
the deadline is April 1, 
then he has three 
options: 

* He can offer his 
services to, another 
club, but would usually 
make little on such a 
deal. 

* He can go to the 
unemployment office, 
where they would 
probably laugh at him. 

* Or he could place 
himself on the DFB's 
official transfer list 
(which in any case is 
obligatory there) and 
wait for offers. But 
then he is still mainly 
dependent on an 
agent. If he finds a 
totally honest one, 
then he is lucky. 

Apparently, the 
majority of these 
shady operators are 
only interested if there 
is a generous cut for 
them. Many of them 
start off with a lie. 

They have neither a 
club nor a player in 
sight. So they ring a 
club and say: “I repre- 
sent a player, are you 
interested?” 

If they are, then he 
phones the player and 
claims he represents 
the club!

He then wants to 
make sure he is pre- 
sent at the transfer 
negotiations so that he 
can collect his commis- 
sion. Thus the agents 
only conduct transac- 
tions with clubs who 
pay them. 

Other offers for the 
player are kept secret, 
or the footballer is per- 
suaded that his move 
would not be in his in- 
terest. 

The president of the 
DEB, Hermann 
Neuberger, warns that 
practically every young 
player already has a 
personal consultant 
and manager. 

“I see a great danger 
ahead if we don't stop 
these agents before 
they ruin the game. 
But if the clubs can 
agree a transfer then it 
would not be necessary 
to admit these outside 
negotiatiors,” he says. 

The business of 
agents was invented by 
Dr Otto George Ratz 
in 1956. 

The Hungarian-born 
lawyer, then domiciled 
in Munich, hit on the 
idea of organising 
transfers when, follow- 
ing the Hungarian. up- 
rising, scores of their 
top footballers like 
Psukas, Kocsis and 
Czibor became 
stranded in the West. 
But he claims he was 
never accused of 
dishonesty. 

Now several Ger- 
man agents are asking 
the DFB to issue them 
with licences so they 
can follow their profes- 
sion. decently and 
lawfully.
